For  the  second  straight  year  Montana's  traffic  accident  record  has 
reached  an  all  time  high.  We  should  be  ashamed  of  the  toll  of  250  lives 
lost  as  a  result  of  our  failure  to  control  the  automobile. 

The  following  pages  point  out  those  factors  with  which  accidents 
are  associated. 

It  is  with  some  pride  that  we  note  65  per  cent  of  the  fatalities 
occurred  on  Montana's  state  and  federal  highways.  This  compares  to  75  per 
cent  during  1952.  While  the  total  of  250  lives  lost  during  1953  exceeds 
the  1952  toll  by  95  there  were  actually  20  less  persons  killed  on  those 
roads  under  the  supervision  of  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol.  This  saving 
may  well  be  the  result  of  the  stepped  up  enforcement  program  conducted  by 
the  Montana  Highway  Patrol.  Arrests  were  increased  'by  6h   per  cent  and 
warnings  were  increased  by  90  per  cent. 

While  it  is  shown  that  enforcement  can  reduce  accidents,  we  know 
that  enforcement  alone  cannot  solve  the  problem.  Education ,  Engineering, 
Driver  Licensing,  public  information,  and  an  aroused  public  opinion  in 
concert  with  enforcement  can  bring  this  killer  under  control. 

At  this  writings  the  picture  looks  brighter  than  it  did  at  this 
time  last  year.  This  proves,  if  nothing  else,  that  the  loss  of  lives  on 
our  highways  is  not  necessary.  Let  us  all  put  our  shoulder  to  the  wheel, 
and  exert  every  possible  force  to  make  Montana  a  better  place  in  which  to 
live.

This  has  been  reflected  in  the  many  requests  for  safety 
talks  and  films,  and  increasing  demands  to  establish  driver 
training  in  more  of  our  high  schools.   This  interest  and  our 
efforts  have  been  fruitful. 

As  it  was  in  1952,  Montana  again  was  voted  an  outstanding  award 
in  1953  by  the  National  Safety  Council  for  Outstanding  Achieve- 
ment in  School  Safety. 

Will  the  public  accept  education?  The  answer  is  yes.  Many  of 
our  schools  have  installed  driver  training  classes  with  the 
wholehearted  support  and  endorsement  of  the  community « 

The  national  average  of  the  forty-eight  states  shows  that  1$ 
per  cent  of  the  public  high  schools  of  the  nation  offered  a 
course  in  driver  education  during  the  1952  -  1953  school  year. 
In  Montana  32.9  per  cent  of  our  high  schools  offered  this 
course.  Progress  -  yes,  but  we  still  are  far  below  the 
national  average.
